BOOM IN COAL DOESN’T MEAN KENTUCKY BOOM

coal will King more than a billion dollars this 
P year is received with mixed feelings. It ;s 

■ good news for the industry, but for the state 
■as a whole it is another soggy reminder of 

"hat it could mean if we had a sensible tax 
on coal. 

N; tural!v the coal operators are pleased 
when they can dig out 115 million tons of 
coal and sell it for an incredible average of 
•S!< a ton. These are the good times that the 
industry has dreamed about. But good times 
for whim? (trod times for tlie coal com¬ 
panies, most of them out-of-state fi.ms, an I 
the biggest of them surface miners who turn 
Kentucky coal into take-home cash and leave 
rtts with the mess—the gouged land, the silted 
creeks, the denuded hills, the acid seepage 
ti e burning gob piles—to live with. 

Tax Could Help Schools 
But think of what the state could do with 
the income if coat were taxed at a sensible 
level Sven a 10-cents-a-ton tax. which would 
amoun* to about one per cent on sales price, 
would give the slat'- mere than Sll million 
to help with its school needs. A five per cent 
tax on sales would bring in .S51.7 million— 


enough by itself to cure a lot of the de 
ficiencies the NEA investigators have found 
in our schools, or to rebuild most of the 
roads buckled and torn by the coal trucks 

Hew much longer are we going to permit 
this resource to be shipped out for the b»'ie 
fit of others before we start taxing it at a 
fair and reasonable rate? A week ago Uen 
Combs. Democratic candidate for governor, 
in an address to the local Sierra Club chap¬ 
ter, proposed a severance tax on coal, an J 
predicted that, if it were properly levied, the 
coal industry would not object. Other candi¬ 
dates for governor, and those who run foi 
the next legislature as well, should take a 
stand on this matter. 

Some thought might be given, too. to what 
tlie coal counties could do to help themselves 
if coal lands and coal properties were taxed 
at a level in line with their actual '-alue at 
producers of wealth. But once more the l ! s*. 
of coal counties of Kentucky contains the names 
of net all but many of the state's poorest 
counties, including many that lean most heav¬ 
ily on the rest of the state for help with their 
public services. It is interesting to consider 
how these potentially wealthy counties would 
fare, after all tlir.se years of neglect, under 
a fair coal-land tax policy.

have a total population of about 
31.000. Rowan, Bath and Meri 
fee show around 28,000 inhabi 
tants. If you throw in Morgan, 
another Cave Run reservoir 
county, the district would be 
top-heavy over the 31,000.

The A. T. Massey Coal Co. of 
Ricmond, Va. signed a contract

And the N & W Railway 
presently is engaged in build¬ 


ing a 24-mile spur line from 
ftcrmlt, W. Va. into Martin 
County to tap the reserves. 

Massey also announced it had 
contracted u'ith a Bluefield, W. 
Va. construction firm to build 
an ultra-modern coal process¬ 
ing plant capable of loading 

unit trains of 10,000 tons of 
coal each, and a thermal coal- 
drying plant to process the 
coal. 

Martin County's coal is of low- 
ash content, the best for fueling 
electric power plants. N & W 
will haul the coal to Duke's 

North Carolina plant. N & W's 
spur line also is being built to 
tap coal reserves on nearby 

Rockcastle Creek in Martin 
County, tunneling through a 
lull from the head of Wolfe 

Creek to the head of Rockcas¬ 
tle.

How 
can you reseed the bare face ot 
a fine old cliff that has been 
blasted away to get the coal? 
We now have a three-year study 
plan on strip-mining, but before 
that ends the mountains of Ken- 
s tucky will be ruined. I don’t 
need three years to study th? 
-tvils of strip-mining; in one 
hour’s time 1 can stand on top 
of the mountains and view huu- 
oreds of miles of ruined scenry 
and millions of tons of loose 
earth, rocks and tree-tops heap 
ed on steep slopes, ready to 
come down into the streams. 

They say strip-mining Is nec¬ 
essary for the economy. Whose 
economy? It is making wealthy 
men out of the coal companies 
and their stock holders and 
leaving the rest of us paupers.

day’s conference. And then, in 
turn, he presented the Presi¬ 
dent, the secretary of State and 
the Chief Justice. Each made 
an address. That ended the for¬ 
mal speaking. Mr. Wanamaker 
arose to conclude the meeting 
when there burst forth from 
the delegates, “Kate Field," 
continuing loud and long. Mr. 
Wanamaker bent over Miss 
Field trying to persuade her 
to at least, say a few words. 

Suddenly there was an omin¬ 
ous silence. Mr. Wanamaker 
looked up to behold a strange 
sight. Standing in the middle 
of that great banquet hall was 
a small, plain country woman, 
her bonnet years out of style. 
Across her shoulders lay a once 
black, but long since greenish 
shawl. All eyes were upon her. 
That aw'esome silence said, “In 
a moment they will be yelling, 
“Sit down.’” 

Kate Field sensed the situa¬ 
tion in a second. Glanceing 
down the printed list of names, 
she read, “Kate Field, post 
mistress, Cumberland Corners, 
Ky., fourth class.” Instantly she 
was on her feet clapping her 
hands and shouting, “Kate Field 
of Kentucky.” The crowd joined 
—as crowds always do. 

And the little country post¬ 
mistress said, “Fur the life of 
me I can't understand why you 
called fur me to speak. It’s the 
last thing I expected when I 
came to this banquet and this 
meeting. In fact when I got 
Uncle Sam’s invitation I didn't 
see how I ceuld come at all. 
What with Ma chair-ridden, and 
no one to keep the post otftce, 
or care for the chickens, or 
look after young turkeys, and 
so many things. 

“But while you all was callin’ 
fur me to speak and I was say¬ 
ing to myself ‘Why?’ it came 
to me that maybe it’s because 
these three days we’ve heard 
lots about the big post offices, 
but nothing has been said about 
little post offices like mine.

I reads it, then I gits 
somebody with a sure-footed 
mule, and willin’ heart, to take 
the mail where it orter go. 

“Yes, and while I’m confessin’ 
to you all, and ’specially to our 
Postmaster General, I once com¬ 
mitted forgery. You see, I hast- 
er read lost o’ folks mail ‘cause 
they can't read. Widder Hover’s 
boy Jake ups and runs away 
and she never had nary a word 
from him. 

“One day a letter came and 
I sent her word. She came down 
in about a week and I give her 
Jake’s letter. She can't read a 
word. But she never lets on. She 
blames it on her eyes. So she 
says, ‘Kate, read it fur me; I’m 
havin’ heaps of trouble with 
my eyes.’ I read — to myself. 
‘Dear Ma. This is a fine country 
up north. I am well and I hope 
you are the same. I hope you 
can send met some money soon. 
I sure need it. Jake!’ 

"When I seed what it said, I 
pretended I’d haster git my 
glasses. I stepped out o’ sight 
and I changed that last part to 
read, ‘I hope I can send you 
some money soon. You sure 
need it.’ If you had seen the 
widder’s face you’d been glad 
if you had committed forgery. 
She went out like she had wings, 
and a shoutin’ ‘1 knowed there 
W'as good in Jake.’ And then 
I wrote that good fur nothin’ a 
letter. I tellcd him how I com¬ 
mitted forgery to save his face 
to his poor ole ma. And I said. 
‘If you don’t git to work and 
git some money and «end it to 


your ma. I’m coming up thar, 
and when I am through with 
you, you’ll look funny runnin’ 
aroun’ with no skin on you’ 
And he did. 

“By readin’ the mail which 
I orten to, I’ve kept many a 
nice girl from goin’ out nights 
with the wrong feller. I know 
it’s not the rules of department. 
But it’s in my rules. And by 
readin’ what I shouldn’t’ and 
vice versa, I’ve seen nice gurls 
who never git no letters because 
they aint got no nice clothes— 
well. I’ve seen that they got a 
nice dress and then they git 
letters from the right boys and 
that helps business, and builds 
families, and sells stamps and 
—does good all around. 

‘Postmistresses like me have 
to be a lot o’ things — doctors, 
nurse, father confessor, and 
what not. I’ll never forgit the 
night of the big mill fire. They 
brought men down so burned 
you couldn’t tell which was 
which. How me and my kit full 
of everything worked all that 
night! And when they brought 
Jim down from the mountain 
with a piece o’ steel in his eye, 
it took four men to hold him. 
I jes’ took my magnet and 
touched Jim’s eye and — there 
was the steel! 

“But law! Jes’ listen to me I 
didn’t intend to gon on like 
this. I’m only Kate Field, post¬ 
mistress, Cumberland Corners, 
Kentucky, the best fourth-class 
post office in this good ole 
USA.” 

When she sat down, the ap¬ 
plause and hand clapping were 
deafening, and every person was 
standing.

On the 
pillow beside her lay a yellow- 
with- age clipping from a Wash¬ 
ington daily paper. It could still 
be read: 

“The closing speech was the 
speech of the evening. The ova¬ 
tion at its close should warm 
the speaker’s heart til the end 
of her days.” 

In a trembly, old hand was 
written beneath, “It did.”
